BELGIANS CIRCLE THE GLOBE 
TO AGAIN FIGHT GERMANS 


The speaking division of the com 
mittee on public information has is 
sued the following: 
On May 16, 1918, a detachment of 
889 Belgian volunteers, who have been 
fighting upon the Russian front, a r 
) i \ od in San Francisco. 
They were 
met there by the official representa­ 
tives of their own country and 
by 
special missions sent from Washing­ 
ton by the British, French urn! our 
own war department. 
At the request 
of the Belgian legation, the commit­ 
tee on public information arranged 
to give the larger cities along their 
route of travel a chance to see and to 
clo honor to these Belgian heroes. 
In January, 1916, they joined the 
forces of Russia on the eastern front. 
They fought in the campaign around 
Lenzburg and continued to fight with 
conspicuous gallantry through Russia’s 
shifting political moods until revolu­ 
tions and counter revolutions, 
con 
fileting orders and the breakdown ol 
the Russian forces made fighting no 
longer possible. 
But they are not 
through fighting. 
They are on the way to light for 
Belgium once more. 
It. has been a 
long journey. They have made their 
way from Galicia through Siberia to 
Yokohama, across the Pacific to San 
Francisco, across the United States 
to the eastern coast, and now await 
a boat that will Cary there back to 
their native land, where once more 
they shall make the Hun feel the de* 
term ination and courage of men who 
fight for their homes. 


Registration of the young men who 
have become 21 years of age during 
the past year, is going on at the of­ 
fices of the local exemption board 
here today, on the anniversary of reg­ 
istration day of 1917. The young men, 
white and black, now that they under­ 
stand the workings of the selective 
draft act, are seemingly not holding 
back in the least, for it was found 
necessary owing to the early rush to 
put in a fourth registration 
clerk, 
County Judge Maloney 
undertaking 
the work there himself. 
The other 
clerks are E. H. P. Bain, A. K. Brow’n 
and Will McCulloch. 
They were on 
hand at 7 o’clock and will be required 
by the law' to remain at their posts 
until 9 o’clock tonight, thus giving all 
an opportunity to register. 
With the signee, by President Wil­ 
son of the bill and proclamation desig­ 
nating Wednesday, June 5, as the day 
on which all men who have reached 
the age of t i since last June 5 shall 
register for m ilitary service, Provost 
Marshal General Crowder’s office im­ 
mediately began preparations for the 
nrollment of the men. Instead of us­ 
ing the election machinery as was done 
last year, Gen. Crowder w ill call upon 
the local boards. 
Tt is lielieved that 
their experience during the past year 
has peculiarly fitted them to handle 
the new registration economically and 
efficiently. 
General Crowder has estimated that 
probably three-quarters of a million 
men will be added to the American 
army by the new registration. 
His 
estim ate is based on the fact that al­ 
most IO,(KH),OOO men registered last 
year. 
This number included all be­ 
tween the ages of 21 and 31. and sta- 
.istics collected by General Crowder’s 
office show that a little more than IO 
per cent of these men were 21 years 
old. On that basis it is estimated by 
draft officials that the total registra­ 
tion will exceed I,OOO,OOO, of which 
750,000 will be available for m ilitary 
service. 
This makes proper allow- 
aces for physical defectives, exemp­ 
tions because of dependents, and other 
bars to m ilitary service. 
The law provides that every young 
man in the United States who has 
reached the age of 21 years since June 
5, 1917, or will reach that age on or 
before June 5, 1918, must register. 
The only exceptions are in the cases 
of men who are actually in active 
military or naval service. 
All male 
(lemons, citizens or aliens, boro be­ 
tween June 6, 1896, and June 5, 1987, 
inclusive, except officers anti enlisted 
men of the regular army, navy and 
marine corps and the national guard 
and naval militia while 
in federal 
service, and officers in the officers 
reserve corps and enlisted men 
in 
the enlisted reserve corps while 
in 
active service, must 
register. 
Some 
misunderstanding has been caused by 
the publication of reports that medi­ 
cal and divinity students need not 
register, and General Crowder 
ha^ 
issued the following statem ent: 
“Divinity students and students of 
medicine must register. 
I nder the 
terms of the law signed by President 
Wilson on Monday students who wert 
preparing for the ministry in recog­ 
nized theological or 
divinity schools 
and students who were preparing for 
the practice of medicine and surgery 
in recognized medical schools on May 
20, 1918, are exempt from the draft 
However, the law does not relieve such 
students from the duty of registering 
on Wednesday, June 5. Registration 
comes first, exemption afterw ards. 
is absolutely necessary that these stu 
dents register." 
Anyone who is sick today and un 
able to present himself in person at 
the office of the local board may send 
some competent friend, who may b< 
deputized by the clerk to prepare hi 
card.

It is not anticipated that many will 
be delinquent. 
It is hoped that none 
will be, but for those who do fail to 
perforin their duty congress has pro 
vided a very heavy penalty. 
Failure 
to register on June 5 constitutes 
misdemeanor punishable by imprison 
ment for one year, and may result 
furtherm ore, in the loss of valuable 
rights and privileges and immediat 
induction into military service.

Since then Mr. Covey has 
begun cu ttin g but has 
not started 
threshing. 
He says th a t the finest 
oats in th is county a re on the Seth 
M ooring place, these standing shoul­ 
der high, w ith full big heads and esti­ 
m ated by m en from the N orth Texas 
grain regions to indicate a yield of 
70 to 80 bushels to the acre. 
Mr. 
M ooring, how ever, will feed the oats 
in the sheaf. 
It is nut likely th a t any 
of the g rain grow n in this county will 
ever find a m arket as the oats will 
be held for feed and w heat will go 
to the local mill and be con ferted into 
flour for the use of the grow ers them ­ 
selves.

C arroll, a B ryan boy now serving in 
the U nited S tates navy, ha? ju st re­ 
ceived the following lette r from him, 
which will be of interest toail A m eri­ 
cans, in th a t to some extent it gives 
a line on the conditions in France and 
the daily lives of our boys who have 
gone to fig h t the hated, unspeakable 
H un: 
U. S. S. Maui, May —, 1918. 
Dear M am ma and All: 
W ell, I know you think it is about 
tim e I am w ritin g to you. 
W e “shov­ 
ed” into the good old U. 8. A. this 
m orning a t sunrise and believe me this 
w as one sailor who was glad to get 
back. 
M amma, I certainly have been hav­ 
ing some w onderful tim es since I left 
the U. S. A., A pril IG, 1918, and wish 
th a t I was a t home so I could tell 
you all about them . 
We left on the 16th w ith eight oth­ 
er tran sp o rts ami we w ere only out a 
few days when one of our engines 
w ent bad. W e dropped out of the con­ 
voy and .started back. 
We traveled 
for about 12 hours and they found out 
they could fix the engine, so we tu rn ­ 
ed around and started back. T h at was 
on Sunday m orning. The afternoon of 
the sam e day two of our boys went 
overboard. 
W e lowered the lift* boat 
and picked one of them up, but th 
other one, a young kid from Boston, 
we could not find. 
I surely did hat* 
to see him go over. 
He and I were 
close friends, in fact, I liked him better 
than any one on the boat. I was w ear­ 
ing his w rist w atch a t the 
tim e he 
went over (a $20 W altham ), as the 
main spring in mine was broken. 
I 
carried it to the executive officer and 
he said for me to keep it as he didn’t 
have any close relatives to send it to. 
We caught up w ith the 
convoy 
about 2300 miles out. 
W e left St. 
N azairo, France, on th** lith of th 1 
m onth, and w ent to Le Crosse. 
We 
left there on the 16th for the states. 
We headed in a strong gale nearly 
all the way. 
About tin"** days out 
from F rance the sam e old engine w ent 
bad on us again and we cam e on into 
New York, m aking about 12 knots 
when we should have been m aking 20. 
A week ago this afternoon we were 
in a strong wind and th e sea u n ­ 
rolling high. On** of the aal .'.v c ’‘n u ts” 
th at we lum ight back w ith us jum ped 
over board. 
E ight of us lowered one 
of the fa st m otor boats an*! sta rt 
a fte r him. We hunted for him for two 
hours but didn’t have any luck. 
Sev­ 
eral life buoys were throw n to him 
and we thought perhaps he n ight have 
caught one of them , was the reason 
we stayed out so long. 
O ur boat was 
so sm all we did well to k**ep afloat 
ourselves in such a wind. 
We all Ila 
a good salt bath but I don’t think 
gave any of us a cold, a t least it didn’i 
me. 
You se** we had plenty of I 
luck, but still not as bad as it mi; 
have been. 
M amma, the people in the 
status 
don’t realize w hat hard tim es are anti 
they spend 
a tim e in France. 
I met 
a young Italy in the Y. M. C. A. so­ 
cial one nig h t and w ent *0 see her 
several tim es a fte r th at. 
She I iv 
in a nice home anti they seemed to be 
real nice people. 
She spoke Eng! 
fairly well and when I couldn’t make 
her understand by talking I wouV 
make motions. 
They are so different 
from the A m erican girls. 
They don', 
w ait for the boys to ask fet a date. 
but they ask the boys to come and 
see them . 
The poorer class of people 
w ear w’ooden shoes, and the bettei 
class w ear wooden soles on th eir h a th 
cr shoes. 
I didn t see a piece of candy 
in France ex cep t th a t we had on th** 
ship. 
One of the cooks carried a girl 
a loaf of bread and she thought it w as 
som ething w onderful. It was the f 
w hite bread she had eaten in 
four 
years. 
The w aste 
from the tables 
th a t the ship threw out in the garbage 
can would be picked out by little boj 
like John and T. P. 
W’e have a p retty fair 
basella I 
team on the “ M aui” and played five 
different boats while iii F rance an* 
lost only one gam e. 
I urn playing 
second base. 
One m orning the 
ball 
team borrow ed one of the big navj 
trucks they have over there and went 
out all over the surrounding eo u n trj, 
we stayed out all day and surely ha* 
some swell tim e, although every on** 
was tired out when we drove In lab 
th a t afternoon. 
We w ent 
through 
several sm all villages where they had 
never seen an A m erican sailor. 
I saw John Reed a few m inutes ago 
and he said fo r me to come up to his 
room a t 6 p. rn. and we would go to 
church. 
I haven’t been inside of a 
church in th ree m onths, not over once 
or tw ice a t least. 
John stays a t th* 
sam** pier th a t I do so I cun see him 
a t m ost any tim e. 
I surely tic enjoy 
talking to him as we are both from 
“the only city.” 
I received about IO j 
letters today and I have read them all 
th ree tim es. 
I have a few old letters 
and I read them about twice a week 
while I w as out to sea. 
You sui*I 
som ething in one of your letters ubou 
a piece in the paper th at John Reed 
had sent. 
If you still have it I wish 
you would send it to me. 
I surely am glad to hear the pros­ 
pects are good fo r a crop, because 
the country certainly w ill nee*I it be­ 
fore th is w ar is brought to a close. 
I was sorry to hear th at you were 
not feeling well. 
I think th a t if you 
would join the navy you would get 
better. 
I know it has giv* n me an 
av. lui appetite and I have g a.an ] 3U 
pounds since I enlist* *1. 
You know I 
alw ays had a cold while a t horn**, bu 
I haven’t had one since I left. 
All 
th a t is w rong witli me now is a “ taste 
fo r sw eet things,” but I guess that 
will be w ith me alw ays. However, we 
seldom get anything sweet. 
I would like to run across H arry 
since he is up in this part of tie 
country, 
I have w ritten him several 
tim es but have never received an an­ 
swer. 
I hope he w ill get to “go over” 
as it is a wonderful trip and one I 
will never forget. 
M amma, you a k 
ed me to think ibout m aking u trip 
home. 
Well, I do th at real often bu; 
it doesn’t do me much good. There 
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ather do than to see the folks a 
home. 
I think there is going to be 
quite a few furloughs granted as th* 
*hip will have to go into a repair 
locks, but I am so far from home I 
doubt very much if they would grant 
me the tim e to make the trip. 
I am glad th at the fire /a in 't 
*!> 
any more dam age than it aid at the 
garage and I hope brother C harlie is 
doing well in the shop and garage.

surely would love to see til* to y s and 
little girls and I know they. ai c a? cut*
